OPINION OF THE JUSTICES

Dear Senators: 


We have received Senate Resolution No. 106 by which you request 
the opinion of the Justices as to whether Senate Bill 403 violates the Consti- 
tution of Alabama of 1901, as amended. 


The questions posed by your resolution are as follows: 


“(1) Is S. 403 a ‘bill for raising revenue’ within the 
meaning of Section 70 of the Constitution or is it a bill 
that escapes the requirement of originating in the House 
of Representatives because, pursuant to the exercise of 
the state’s police power, it provides a comprehensive 
scheme for permitting and regulating commercial gam- 
ing in which the imposition of license taxes is incidental 
to its principal purpose? 


“(2) If S. 403 constitutes a ‘bill for raising revenue’ 
that would otherwise be required to originate in the 
House of Representatives, will the constitutional infir- 
mity of its origination in the Senate be cured by the 
adoption of the constitutional amendment proposed by 
S. 402, which contains a provision ratifying, confirm- 
ing and validating the act resulting from the passage of 
S. 403?” 


The resolution states that S. 403 would, “if enacted into law, repeal 
long-standing criminal and civil prohibitions against gaming in the state, 
provide for both state and local elections on the removal of such prohibi-

tions, authorize the licensing of casino gaming in certain locations of the 
state, provide a comprehensive system for the licensing and regulation of 
casino gaming, empower [a] commission to function as a law enforcement 
agency and monitor and exclude undesirable persons from contact with 
casino gaming, and impose certain license taxes on persons licensed to con- 
duct casino gaming or related businesses.” 


The resolution also sets out the effect of S. 402, “which proposes a 
constitutional amendment that annuls Section 65 of the Constitution and 
substitutes in lieu thereof provisions that authorize the Legislature to create 
a state-operated lottery and to prohibit or to allow and control commercial 
gambling under such conditions as it deems desirable.” 


Since we have received the resolution asking these questions, we 
have become aware of, and we take judicial notice of, the fact that S. 403 
has been indefinitely postponed from further consideration. We therefore 
conclude that S. 403 is no longer pending before the Senate. This Court 
may not issue advisory opinions regarding issues that do not concern pend- 
ing legislation. Opinion of the Justices No. 258, 370 So. 2d 1373 (Ala. 
1979); Opinion of the Justices No. 242, 356 So. 2d 172 (Ala. 1978); Opin- 
ion of the Justices No. 225, 335 So. 2d 392 (Ala. 1976); Opinion of the 
Justices No. 210, 291 Ala. 128, 278 So. 2d 711 (1973). Accordingly, we 
respectfully decline to address the questions asked in Senate Resolution No. 
106.

OPINION OF THE JUSTICES

Dear Senators: 


We have received Senate Resolution No. 145, by which you have 
requested our opinion on the constitutionality of House Bill No. 234, a bill 
now pending before the legislature. 


Senate Resolution No. 145 reads as follows: 


“BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE LEG- 
ISLATURE OF ALABAMA, That we respectfully request 
the Honorable Chief Justice and Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court, or a majority of them, to give this body 
their written opinion on the following important constitu- 
tional questions which have arisen concerning the pend- 
ing H. 234, a copy of which is attached to this resolution 
and made a part hereof by reference, which pertains to the 
General Fund Budget for the fiscal year ending Septem- 
ber 30, 1996. 


“Projected revenue derived from motor vehicle registra- 
tion fees and charges and motor fuel taxes for the next 
fiscal year is estimated at $47,000,000. This bill appro- 
priates from these revenue sources approximately 
$37,000,000 for purposes of highway construction, main- 
tenance or repair, traffic regulation, and public safety and 
enforcement of motor vehicle laws. The remainder of those 
revenues derived from state motor vehicle registration fees 
and charges and motor fuel taxes is appropriated among 
other agencies. 


“Amendment No. 354 of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama of 1901 provides as follows: 


“ “AMENDMENT 354 
“ “AMENDMENT OF AMENDMENT NO. 93 


“*Amendment XCIII [93] to the Constitution of Alabama, 
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as submitted November 4, 1952, and proclaimed ratified 
November 19, 1952, shall be amended so that said Amend- 
ment XCIII [93], shall read as follows: 


“* “No moneys derived from any fees, excises, or license taxes, 
levied by the state, relating to registration, operation, or use of vehicles 
upon the public highways except a vehicle-use tax imposed in lieu of a sales 
tax, and no moneys derived from any fee, excises, or license taxes, levied by 
the state, relating to fuels used for propelling such vehicles except pump 
taxes, shall be expended for other than cost of administering such laws, 
statutory refunds and adjustments allowed therein, cost of construction, 
reconstruction, maintenance and repair of public highways and bridges, 
costs of highway rights-of-way, payment of highway obligations, the cost 
of traffic regulation, and the expense of enforcing state traffic and motor 
vehicle laws. The provisions of this amendment shall not apply to any such 
fees, excises, or license taxes now levied by the state for school purposes 
for this whole state or for any county or city board of education therein; and 
the legislature may provide for the manufacture, distribution and use on 
private passenger or pleasure motor vehicles of personalized license plates 
or tags, bearing some special letters, figures, mark or badge of distinction 
or personal prestige in lieu of the regular license plates or tags, and if it does 
so,the legislature must also require that such tags may be procured only by 
payment of a fee or charge, in addition to the regular fee, excise or license 
tax for the registration, operation or use of such motor vehicles upon the 
highways. The moneys derived from the additional charge made for such 
special or distinctive license plates or tags, in excess of the cost of the 
manufacture and distribution of such plates or tags, may be used in such 
manner as the legislature prescribes.” ’ 


“Sections 32-6-5, 40-12-270, 40-12-271, 40-12-272, and 40-12- 
274, Code of Alabama 1975, levy and assess fees and charges, and provide 
for the disposition of certain motor vehicle licensing fees in accordance 
with Amendment No. 354. 


“The questions offered for the court’s consideration are as follow: 


“(1) Does H. 234 violate any of the above cited constitutional or 
statutory provisions to the extent that only a portion ($37,000,000) of the 
projected $47,000,000 from revenue sources dedicated to the Road and 
Bridge Fund, public safety, and law enforcement are appropriated for those 
earmarked purposes? 


“(2) May any portion of taxes derived from those sources enumer- 
ated in Amendment No. 354 be appropriated for purposes other than [those] 
specified in [amendment] 354? 
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“RESOLVED FURTHER, That the Secretary of the Senate is hereby 
directed to send nine true copies of the pending bill, H. 234, to the Clerk of 
the Supreme Court of Alabama, and transmit this request to the Justices of 
the Supreme Court forthwith upon adoption of this resolution.” 


Senate Resolution No. 145 concerns H.B. 234, which contains a 
schedule of proposed “appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the ex- 
ecutive, legislative and judicial agencies of the State, for other functions of 
government, for debt service, and for capital outlay for the fiscal year end- 
ing September 30, 1996.” More specifically, Resolution 145 concerns the 
constitutionality of that portion of H.B. 234 that proposes to appropriate 
$10,000,000 of the $47,000,000 expected to be “derived from motor ve- 
hicle registration fees and charges and motor fuel taxes for the next fiscal 
year” to “other agencies.” The Resolution does not identify these “other 
agencies.” By implication, however, we understand that those agencies are 
not responsible for “highway construction, maintenance or repair, traffic 
regulation, ... public safety [or] enforcement of motor vehicle laws.” 


The description of the sources of revenue with which Resolution 
145 is concerned essentially tracks the provisions of Ala. Const. 1901, amend. 
354, which governs all revenue derived from specifically identified sources, 
namely (1) the “registration, operation, or use of vehicles upon public high- 
ways”; and (2) “fuels used for propelling such vehicles.” Subject to excep- 
tions that are immaterial here, Amendment 354 also clearly and specially 
limits the expenditure of such revenue to the “cost of administering such 
laws, statutory refunds and adjustments allowed therein, cost of construc- 
tion, reconstruction, maintenance and repair of public highways and bridges, 
costs of highway rights-of-way, payment of highway obligations, the cost 
of traffic regulation, and the expense of enforcing state traffic and motor 
vehicle laws.” Thus, Amendment 354 “earmarks” revenue derived from the 
operation of motor vehicles on public highways for closely allied projects, 
such as “construction, reconstruction, maintenance and repair of public 
highways and bridges.” 


Agencies responsible for “highway construction, maintenance or 
repair, traffic regulation, ... public safety and enforcement of motor vehicle 
laws” fall squarely within the class of recipients enumerated in Amendment 
354. Having this nexus with motor vehicle operations, expenditure of the 
$37,000,000 appropriated in H.B. 234 for these purposes would comply 
with Amendment 354. Expenditure, however, of the $10,000,000 that H.B. 
234 has appropriated for agencies without this nexus would violate the 
clear, specific provisions of Amendment 354. 


Question 1 is somewhat unclear. It can be read to ask whether H.B. 
234 violates Amendment 354 or the statutes because it does not appropriate 
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all of the $47,000,000, or it can be read to ask whether H.B. 234 violates 
Amendment 354 or the statutes because it appropriates $37,000,000 “for 
those earmarked purposes” and appropriates the remainder for other pur- 
poses. If the former construction is adopted, we see no reason why the 
constitution is violated. The constitution simply states that “no moneys de- 
rived from” the stated sources “shall be expended for other than” the stated 
purposes. It does not state that all revenue derived from the stated sources 
in a given year must be appropriated for the stated purposes in that year. 
Presumably, any excess revenues could be held over to be appropriated for 
the stated purposes in a subsequent year. 


However, from the context, it appears that the latter construction is 
the one intended. If that be the case, the first question is essentially identical 
to the second, and both can be paraphrased as asking whether the revenue 
derived from the sources described in Amendment 354 can be appropriated 
for any purpose other than the purposes to which Amendment 354 limits the 
expenditure of those revenues. The answer to this question is obviously 
“no.” To the extent that H.B. 234 appropriates moneys from the revenue 
sources described in Amendment 354 for purposes other than the purposes 
specified in that amendment, H.B. 234 violates Amendment 354. Thus, the 
answer to Question 1 would be “yes,” and the answer to Question 2 would 
be “no.”

SR 161. ©. URGING ALABAMA DELEGATION TO U. S. CON- 
GRESS TO SUPPORT THE REPEAL OF AUTHORITY OF GENERAL 
SERVICES ADMINISTRATION TO SERVE AS PURCHASING AGENT 
FOR STATE AND LOCAL GOVERNMENTS. 


WHEREAS, an obscure provision of the Federal Acquisition 
Streamlining Act of 1994 that allows the General Services Administration 
(GSA) to act as a purchasing agent for state and local governments threat- 
ens the economic livelihood of the private business sector; and 


WHEREAS, bulk governmental purchases represent a significant 
portion of such businesses as suppliers of tires, office equipment and sup- 
plies, furniture, among numerous others; and 
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WHEREAS, there is or will be offered in U. S. Congress an amend- 
ment to H. R. 1670 the “Federal Acquisition Reform Act of 1995” that 
would repeal the GSA’s authority to act as purchasing agent for state and 
local governments; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF ALABAMA, That we 
hereby strongly urge the Alabama Delegation of the United States Congress 
to support the repeal of the authority of the GSA to act as a purchasing 
agent for state and local governments pursuant to the Federal Acquisition 
Streamlining Act, and direct that a copy of this resolution be sent to each 
delegation member for their consideration. 


On motion of Senator Denton, the Resolution was adopted by the 
Senate. 


Senators Ghee and Butler requested and received permission to 
suspend the Rules in order to offer the following Senate Joint Resolution, 
to-wit: 


SJR 162. CREATING A JOINT INTERIM LEGISLATIVE 
COMMITTEE ON COMPUTER ACCESS TO THE ALABAMA LEG- 
ISLATURE. 


WHEREAS, computer on-line services such as the Internet are a 
rapidly growing informational outlet for the exchange of information; and 


WHEREAS, these types of computer access services offer a unique 
opportunity for the citizens of this state to observe and participate in the 
legislative process through computer access; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, 
BOTH HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby cre- 
ated a joint interim legislative committee to study all the aspects of the 
feasibility and advisability of making the State Legislature accessible to 
computer users through the Internet. The committee shall be composed of 
three members of the House of Representatives and three members of the 
Senate appointed by the respective presiding officer, and one designee of 
the State Finance Department. The committee shall elect a chair and vice 
chair at its first meeting and thereafter shall meet on the call of the chair. 


Upon the request of the chair, the Secretary of the Senate and the 
Clerk of the House shall provide the clerical assistance necessary for the 
committee’s work. 


For each day he or she attends a meeting of the committee, each 
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legislative member shall be entitled to his or her regular legislative compen- 
sation, per diem, and travel expenses which shall be paid out of any funds 
appropriated to the use of the Legislature, upon warrants drawn on the 
State Comptroller upon requisitions signed by the chair of the committee. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, no member shall receive additional legisla- 
tive compensation or per diem when the Legislature is in session or if a 
member is being paid any other payments on the same dates for attendance 
of other state business. All other members shall receive the same travel and 
per diem expenses that are paid to state officers and employees. The total 
expenditures of the committee shall not exceed $5,000. 


The committee shall report its findings and conclusions, which shall 
include a demonstration project and recommendations, to the Legislature at 
the first opportunity or no later than the first legislative day of the 1996 
Regular Session, at which time the committee shall be dissolved and dis- 
charged of any duties and liabilities. 


On motion of Senator Ghee, the Rules were suspended and the 
Resolution was adopted by the Senate.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to the offenses of driving a vehicle while under the influ- 
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ence of alcohol or a controlled substance; to amend Section 32-5A-191, 
Code of Alabama 1975, so as to increase the fines for such offenses and to 
lower the blood alcohol level at or above which a person is prohibited from 
operating a motor vehicle from 0.10 to 0.08 percent; to amend Section 32- 
5A-194, Code of Alabama 1975, to further provide for the presumptions 
based on the percentage of alcohol in blood; providing for the distribution 
of the additional fines; providing for the creation of the Alabama Chemical 
Testing Training and Equipment Trust Fund Advisory Board and the Ala- 
bama Chemical Testing Training and Equipment Trust Fund; providing for 
the composition and duties of the board; and appropriating $900,000 from 
the Alabama Chemical Testing Training and Equipment Trust Fund to the 
Department of Forensic Sciences for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1996. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section |. The Legislature finds, determines, and declares the fol- 
lowing: 


(1) Driving a vehicle while under the influence of alcohol or a con- 
trolled substance continues to be a major problem on the highways of our 
state and causes the death or injury of thousands of our citizens each year. 


(2) The Legislature should use whatever authority is available to it 
to discourage driving a vehicle while under the influence of alcohol or a 
controlled substance, including the levying of fines therefor at a level which 
will discourage such activity. 


(3) Administering and implementing a quality chemical testing pro- 
gram for alcohol and controlled substances is costly for the taxpayers and 
thus the convicted offender should bear a greater portion of the financial 
burden of the chemical testing program at the state and local level. 


(4) The chemical breath testing program conducted by this state 
has reduced the number of deaths and injuries, and the program continues 
to be the most effective and the most efficient scientific method to accu- 
rately determine if a driver has too much alcohol or a controlled substance 
in his or her system which would affect his or her ability to safely operate a 
motor vehicle. 


(5) The accuracy and reliability of the chemical testing procedures 
must be beyond reasonable doubt since a defendant may be convicted under 
this act if the prosecuting attorney introduces a chemical test showing blood 
alcohol content of 0.08 percent or more. 
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(6) The Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences has properly 
upgraded the rules and regulations for breath testing to further insure that 
all tests meet scientific standards for accuracy and reliability as defined by 
the Supreme Court of Alabama in the case of Mayo v. City of Madison, SC 
#1921892 (1994). 


(7) The Alabama Department of Forensic Sciences and the Ala- 
bama Department of Public Safety, without designated funding, have man- 
aged, supervised, and conducted all necessary training and in further part- 
nership with city and county law enforcement officers, successfully imple- 
mented the breath testing program as required by legislative mandate and in 
accordance with all court rulings. 


(8) The needs of the breath testing program are and should be inti- 
mately affected with the public interests. 


(9) This act should be liberally construed to accomplish its pur- 
poses and to promote the policies contained therein which are declared to be 
the public policy of this state. 


Section 2. Sections 32-5A-191 and 32-5A-194 of the Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, are hereby amended to read as follows: 


“§32-5A-191. 


“(a) A person shall not drive or be in actual physical control of any 
vehicle while: 


“(1) There is 6-46 0.08 percent or more by weight of alcohol in his 
or her blood; 


“(2) Under the influence of alcohol; 


“(3) Under the influence of a controlled substance to a degree which 
renders him or her incapable of safely driving; 


“(4) Under the combined influence of alcohol and a controlled sub- 
stance to a degree which renders him or her incapable of safely driving; or 


“(5) Under the influence of any substance which impairs the men- 
tal or physical faculties of such person to a degree which renders him or her 
incapable of safely driving. 


“(b) The fact that any person charged with violating this section is 
or has been legally entitled to use alcohol or a controlled substance shall not 
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constitute a defense against any charge of violating this section. 


“(c) Upon first conviction, a person violating this section shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the county or municipal jail for not more than 
one year, or by fine of not less than two-hundred-fifty-doHars-+$258) five 

hundred dollars ($500) nor more than one-thousand-deHars-¢$4,608) two 
thousand dollars ($2,000), or by both such fine and imprisonment. In addi- 
tion, on a first conviction, the Director of Public Safety shall suspend the 
driving privilege or driver’s license of the person so convicted for a period 
of 90 days. 


“(d) On a second conviction within a five-year period, a person 
convicted of violating this section shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than ftve-hundred-dettars-$500) one thousand dollars ($1.000) nor more 
than twe-thetsand-five-hundred-detars-($2,560) five thousand dollars 
($5,000) and by imprisonment, which may include hard labor in the county 
or municipal jail for not more than one year. The sentence shall include a 
mandatory sentence, which is not subject to suspension or probation, of 
imprisonment in the county or municipal jail for not less than 48 consecu- 
tive hours or community service for not less than 20 days. In addition the 
Director of Public Safety shall revoke the driving privileges or driver’s 
license of the person so convicted for a period of one year. 


“(e) On a third conviction within a five-year period, a person con- 
victed of violating this section shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
onethousamdtotarst$4+600) two thousand dollars ($2,000) nor more than 
five thousand-doHars $5,606) ten thousand dollars ($10,000) and by im- 
prisonment, which may include hard labor, in the county or municipal jail 
for not less than 60 days nor more than one year, to include a minimum of 
60 days which shall be served in the county or municipal jail and cannot be 
probated or suspended. In addition, the Director of Public Safety shall re- 
voke the driving privilege or driver’s license of the person so convicted for 
a period of three years. 


“(f) On a fourth or subsequent conviction within a five-year period, 

a person convicted of violating this section shall be guilty of a Class C 
ae and punished by a fine of not less than twethousand-deHars-¢$2,066) 
four thousand dollars ($4,000) nor more than frvethousanddetarst$5,0603 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000) and by imprisonment of not less than one 
year and one day nor more than 10 years.

approved by the sentencing court. Where probation is granted, the sentenc- 
ing court may, in its discretion, and where monitoring equipment is avail- 
able, place the defendant on house arrest under electronic surveillance dur- 
ing the probationary term. In addition to the other penalties authorized, the 
Director of Public Safety shall revoke the driving privilege or driver’s li- 
cense of the person so convicted for a period of five years. 


“Any law to the contrary notwithstanding, the Alabama habitual 
felony offender law shall not apply to a conviction of a felony pursuant to 
this subsection, and a conviction of a felony pursuant to this subsection 
shall not be a felony conviction for purposes of the enhancement of punish- 
ment pursuant to Alabama’s habitual felony offender law. 


“(g) In addition to the penalties provided herein, any person con- 
victed of violating this section shall be referred to the court referral officer 
for evaluation and referral to appropriate community resources. The defen- 
dant shall, at a minimum, be required to complete a DUI or substance abuse 
court referral program approved by the Administrative Office of Courts 
and operated in accordance with provisions of the Mandatory Treatment 
Act of 1990, Sections 12-23-1 to 12-23-19, inclusive. The Department of 
Public Safety shall not reissue a driver’s license to a person convicted un- 
der this section without receiving proof that the defendant has successfully 
completed the required program. 


“(h) Neither reckless driving nor any other traffic infraction is a 
lesser included offense under a charge of driving under the influence of 
alcohol or of a controlled substance.

“(a) Upon the trial of any civil, criminal or quasi-criminal action or 
proceeding arising out of acts alleged to have been committed by any per- 
son while driving or in actual control of a vehicle while under the influence 
of alcohol or controlled substance, evidence of the amount of alcohol or 
controlled substance in a person’s blood at the alleged time, as determined 
by achemical analysis of the person’s blood, urine, breath or other bodily 
substance, shall be admissible. Where such a chemical test is made the 
following provisions shall apply: 


“(1) Chemical analyses of the person’s blood, urine, breath or other 
bodily substance to be considered valid under the provisions of this section 
shall have been performed according to methods approved by the department 
of forensic sciences and by an individual possessing a valid permit issued 
by the department of forensic sciences for this purpose. The court trying the 
case may take judicial notice of the methods approved by the department of 
forensic sciences. The department of forensic sciences is authorized to ap- 
prove satisfactory techniques or methods, to ascertain the qualifications 
and competence of individuals to conduct such analyses, and to issue per- 
mits which shall be subject to termination or revocation at the discretion of 
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the department of forensic sciences. The department of forensic sciences 
shall not approve the permit required in this section for making tests for any 
law enforcement officer other than a member of the state highway patrol, a 
sheriff or his deputies, a city policeman or laboratory personnel employed 
by the department of forensic sciences. 


“(2) When a person shall submit to a blood test at the direction of a 
law enforcement officer under the provisions of section 32-5-192, only a 
physician or a registered nurse (or other qualified person) may withdraw 
blood for the purpose of determining the alcoholic content therein. This 
limitation shall not apply to the taking of breath or urine specimens. If the 
test given under section 32-5-192 is a chemical test of urine, the person 
tested shall be given such privacy in the taking of the urine specimen as will 
insure the accuracy of the specimen and, at the same time, maintain the 
dignity of the individual involved. 


“(3) The person tested may at his own expense have a physician, or 
a qualified technician, registered nurse or other qualified person of his own 
choosing administer a chemical test or tests in addition to any administered 
at the discretion of a law enforcement officer. The failure or inability to 
obtain an additional test by a person shall not preclude the admission of 
evidence relating to the test or tests taken at the direction of a law enforce- 
ment officer. 


“(4) Upon the written request of the person who shall submit to a 
chemical test or tests at the request of a law enforcement officer, full infor- 
mation concerning the test or tests shall be made available to him or his 
attorney.

“(1) If there were at that time 0.05 percent or less by weight of 
alcohol in the person’s blood, it shall be presumed that the person was not 
under the influence of alcohol. 
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“(2) If there were at the time in excess of 0.05 percent but less than 
6-+6 0.08 percent by weight of alcohol in the person’s blood, such fact shall 
not give rise to any presumption that the person was or was not under the 
influence of alcohol, but such fact may be considered with other competent 
evidence in determining whether the person was under the influence of alco- 
hol. 


“(3) If there were at that time 6-+0 0.08 percent or more by weight 
of alcohol in the person’s blood, it shall be presumed that the person was 
under the influence of alcohol. 


“(4) The foregoing provisions of this subsection shall not be con- 
strued as limiting the introduction of any other competent evidence bearing 
upon the question whether the person was under the influence of alcohol. 


“(c) If a person under arrest refuses to submit to a chemical test 
under the provisions of section 32-5-192, evidence of refusal shall be ad- 
missible in any civil, criminal or quasi-criminal action or proceeding aris- 
ing out of acts alleged to have been committed while the person was driving 
or in actual physical control of a motor vehicle while under the influence of 
alcohol or controlled substance. 


“(d) No physician, registered nurse or duly licensed chemical labo- 
ratory technologist or clinical laboratory technician or medical facility shall 
incur any civil or criminal liability as a result of the proper administering of 
a blood test when requested in writing by a law enforcement officer to ad- 
minister such a test.” 


Section 3. (a) There is hereby established a special fund in the 
State Treasury, to be known as the Alabama Chemical Testing Training and 
Equipment Trust Fund. 


(b) The State Treasurer shall invest money in the fund as is pro- 
vided by law but all earnings from the fund shall be credited to the fund. 
Money in the fund at the end of the fiscal year shall remain in the fund, and 
shall not revert to the General Fund. However, no funds shall be withdrawn 
or expended except as budgeted and allotted according to law and only in 
the amounts authorized by the Legislature in the general appropriation bill 
or other appropriation bills.

(1) The President of the Alabama Sheriffs’ Association shall ap- 
point one sheriff. 
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(2) The Alabama Association of Chiefs of Police shall appoint one 
police chief from a city of less than 25,000 population and one police chief 
from a city of greater than 25,000 population according to the last federal 
census. 


(3) The Alabama Attorney General shall appoint one prosecutor. 


(4) The Chief Justice of the Alabama Supreme Court shall appoint 
one district or municipal judge and one circuit judge. 


(5) The Governor shall appoint one citizen at large. 


(6) The Lieutenant Governor shall appoint one member of the Ala- 
bama Senate. 


(7) The Speaker of the House of Representatives shall appoint one 
member of the House of Representatives. 


(8) The Technical Director, Implied Consent Program, Department 
of Forensic Sciences, and the Commander, Implied Consent Unit, Department 
of Public Safety, shall serve on the advisory board by virtue of their depart- 
mental assignments. 


(b) The first appointees shall be appointed within 60 days of this 
act becoming law and shall serve until their successors are appointed on the 
fifth day of the 1999 Regular Session of the Legislature. In the event of the 
death or resignation of any member of the advisory board, a successor shall 
be appointed by the person or entity that made the original appointment and 
the successor appointed to the vacancy shall serve for the remainder of the 
unexpired term. Subsequent appointments to the board shall be for four- 
year terms. The board shall elect from its membership a chair and vice 
chair at an organizational meeting held no later than 30 days after appoint- 
ments to the board are finalized. Thereafter, the board shall meet at the call 
of the chair, vice chair, or upon the request of five or more members, with 
notice and procedure as prescribed by the rules of the board. The body may 
adopt administrative rules for transacting business that are consistent with 
this act. 


(c) A majority of the members of the board shall constitute a quo- 
rum for transacting business or performing any duties. 


Section 5. The Alabama Chemical Testing Training and Equip- 
ment Advisory Board shall develop, and if appropriate, periodically revise, 
a recommended list of priorities and criteria for disbursement of monies in 
the Alabama Chemical Testing Training and Equipment Trust Fund. The 
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advisory board shall provide its recommendations for disbursement, on an 
annual basis, to the Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Attorney General, 
Speaker of the House, Director of the Department of Forensic Sciences, 
Director of the Department of Public Safety, the Executive Director of the 
Alabama Chiefs of Police Association, the Executive Director of the Ala- 
bama Sheriffs’ Association, the Executive Director of the Office of Pros- 
ecution Services, the Chief Justice of the Alabama Supreme Court and to 
the Executive Secretary of the Peace Officers’ Standards and Training Com- 
mission. Money in the fund shall be used only to administer the fund, to 
purchase and maintain chemical testing equipment for city, county, or state 
law enforcement agencies in this state, to provide training to law enforce- 
ment personnel of this state in the use of that chemical testing equipment, to 
pay the costs of the Implied Consent Unit in the Department of Public Safety, 
to pay the costs of the Implied Consent Program in the Department of Fo- 
rensic Sciences, and to support the activities of the board. 


Section 6. The Director of the Department of Forensic Sciences 
shall administer the Alabama Chemical Testing Training and Equipment 
Trust Fund in accordance with the recommended list of priorities and crite- 
ria for disbursement as published by the Alabama Chemical Testing Train- 
ing and Equipment Advisory Board. 


Section 7. There is hereby appropriated the sum of nine hundred 
thousand dollars ($900,000) from the Alabama Chemical Testing Training 
and Equipment Trust Fund to the Alabama Department of Forensic Sci- 
ences for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1996. 


Section 8. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
this act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 9. This act shall be broadly construed and, if necessary, 
reconstrued to make its provisions constitutional. 


Section 10. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed.

2. Monitor economic activities of the state, political subdivisions, 
and public entities including, but not limited to, offers of incentives such as 
tax abatements and tax benefits; infrastructive improvements; bonds and 
other forms of financing; labor, research, and technological equipment, per- 
sonnel, and facilities; and purchase contracts and agreements. 


3. Evaluate the state’s offers of incentives, particularly as these 
offers compare to those of other states in the Southeast. 


4. Determine the state agency or department best suited to be the 
lead agency for coordination of the economic and industrial development 
efforts of the state. 


5. Review all existing and potential sources of funding available 
for state economic and industrial development programs and projects.

“Up to one percent of the payments each year shall be used to es- 
tablish, equip, and maintain a legislative delegation office. All decisions 
concerning the Madison County Legislative Office, including but not lim- 
ited to, revenue, income, or purchases shall be made by resolutions of the 
delegation adopted by a concurrent majority of all of the members of the 
Madison County Delegation, Senators and House of Representatives mem- 
bers, each house voting together except that at least two Senators, one of 
whom shall be a resident of Madison County, shall approve the hire or 
dismissal of all employees of the delegation office. The resolution may pro- 
vide an operation procedure for the delegation office. The Madison County 
Commission shall immediately pay the amounts from the funds as the Madi- 
son County Legislative Delegation may request. The requests shall be in the 
form of a written resolution passed by the Madison County Legislative 
Delegation, signed by the chair of the delegation. Beginning in 1995, with 
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passage of this act, a member of the Senate from the Madison County Del- 
egation shall serve as chair of the delegation until September 30, 1996. 
Each year thereafter, the position of chair shall alternate annually between 
a member of the House and a member of the Senate. The term of the chair 
shall be for one year beginning October 1 of each year. The legislative 
delegation shall expend the necessary monies to acquire adequate physical 
office space, equipment, supplies, services, all other necessary items, and 
to employ staff. All work performed for any member shall be considered 
confidential. The persons employed and expenditures of the funds by the 
legislative delegation shall be in its discretion. Any funds remaining at the 
end of each fiscal year shall revert to the county general fund. The revenue 
and expenditures of the legislative office shall be audited on an annual ba- 
sis. Upon passage of this act, an audit by an independent auditor shall be 
performed covering the period of time from August 1990 to September 
1994, when the legislative office was audited by the Examiner of Public 
Accounts. An independent audit is authorized by passage of this act cover- 
ing the period of time from the date of the last independent audit to the 
present. The office shall be operated in a nonpartisan manner. 


“In addition to its annual budget allocation, the legislative delega- 
tion is authorized to receive a separate allocation for extraordinary pur- 
chase of equipment, not to exceed 10 percent of its budget allocation. It is 
understood this allocation may not be annually, but only as needed. 


“(b) The remaining money, disbursed pursuant to the authority 
granted by Section 40-28-2, Code of Alabama 1975, shall be prorated in 
the following manner: 


“(1) Seventy percent of the remaining money shall be paid to the 
City of Huntsville. The payment shall be distributed in the following man- 
ner: 


“a. Sixty-five percent to the city school system to be paid by the 
city governing body directly to the school system. 


“b. Twenty-five percent to the city general fund. 


“c. Ten percent to the City of Huntsville Hospital Authority, pro- 
vided, however, that if the revenue produced by this percentage formula 
should exceed $525,000 in any fiscal year, said excess revenue shall revert 
to the general fund of the City of Huntsville. The provisions of this subsec- 
tion shall expire on September 30, 2003, and thereafter said revenue shall 
revert to the general fund of the City of Huntsville. 


“(2) Twenty-nine and one-half percent of the remaining money shall 
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be paid to Madison County. The payment shall be distributed in the follow- 
ing manner: 


“a. Sixty-five percent to the county school system to be paid by the 
county governing body directly to the school system. 


“b. Twenty-eight percent to the county general fund. 


“c. Seven percent to the City of Huntsville Hospital Authority. If 
the revenue produced by this percentage formula shall exceed $150,000 in 
any fiscal year, the excess revenue will revert to the general fund of Madi- 
son County. 


“(3) One-half percent of the remaining money shall be paid to the 
remaining incorporated municipalities within Madison County on a per capita 
basis. Payments shall be distributed in the following manner: 


“a. Sixty-five percent to the county school system to be paid by the 
municipal governing body directly to the school system. 


“b. Thirty-five percent to the municipal general fund.” 


Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The county boards of registrars throughout the state 
shall use the voter file maintenance process prescribed in this act in lieu of 
any voter list purge procedures heretofore provided by law except where 
the purge procedures are necessary to remove from a list of registered vot- 
ers the names of voters who are deceased, voters convicted of disqualifying 
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crimes and voters adjudged as mentally incompetent by a court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction. Publication of the names of registered voters pursuant to 
Chapter 4 of Title 17 of the Code of Alabama 1975, may be by general 
circulation newspaper or by publication in a “free-circulation” newspaper 
at the discretion of the county commission. Provided, however, that the

Section 2. (a) Beginning in January, 1996, and each year thereafter 
during the month of January, the county boards of registrars shall conduct 
voter list maintenance activities in lieu of the purge activities which were 
heretofore conducted in the month of August. 


(b) Beginning in January, 1997, and in January of every fourth 
year thereafter, the boards of registrars shall mail a nonforwardable notice 
to all registered voters in the county. The notice shall be designed and pro- 
vided for the boards of registrars by the Secretary of State. The notice shall 
be sent on a postcard providing general information on elections. The no- 
tice shall be mailed to the last known address of the voter appearing on the 
voter registration list. If the notice is returned to the boards of registrars 
indicating that the voter may have relocated, the board shall send a 
forwardable notice to the registered voter on which the voter may confirm 
his or her current address. The forwardable notice shall be mailed no later 
than 90 days after receipt of the returned nonforwardable notice. The boards 
of registrars shall record and maintain the dates on which the nonforwardable 
notice was returned to the board and the date on which the forwardable 
notice was mailed to the registered voter.

(d) The name of a registered voter who does not vote or appear to 
vote in one of the next two federal elections held after his or her name is 
placed in the suspense file shall be removed from the voter list.

The commission shall be ongoing and may report 
its initial findings, conclusions, and recommendations to the Legislature not 
later than the first legislative day of the 1996 Regular Session. Each legis- 
lative member of the commission shall be entitled to his or her regular leg- 
islative compensation, per diem, and travel expenses for each day he or she 
attends a meeting of the commission which shall be paid out of funds ap- 
propriated to the use of the Legislature, upon warrants drawn on the State 
Comptroller, upon requisitions signed by the chair of the commission. Not- 
withstanding the foregoing, no member shall receive additional legislative 
compensation or per diem when the Legislature is in session or if a member 
is being paid any other payments on the same dates for attendance of other 
state business.

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(c) After the initial appointment, each member shall serve four- 
year terms until his or her successor is appointed.

(e) After their appointment, the commissioners shall meet at the 
domicile and elect from their number a president, a vice president, and any 
other officers deemed necessary.

(2) The duties of the officers shall be defined and their salaries 
fixed by the board. The board shall adopt rules and regulations necessary 
for its government. 


(3) The board may employ engineers, attorneys, accountants, con- 
struction advisors, financial advisors, superintendents, and other employ- 
ees and agents deemed necessary and fix their compensation. 


(4) A majority of the board shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of business. Voting by proxy shall be permitted. 


(5) The board shall keep a record of all of its proceedings. The 
records of the board shall be public records available for inspection and 
copying at a reasonable cost by news media and any citizen during regular 
business hours. 
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Section 4. (a) The purpose for which the District shall be created 
shall be to plan, finance, construct, develop, maintain, and operate facilities 
to be located within the District to accommodate the holding of sports events, 
athletic contests, and other events of public interest. 


(b) The District shall not be required to pay any taxes or assess- 
ments upon any property acquired or used by it pursuant to this act, upon 
the income therefrom. 


(c) The books and records of the District shall be subject to audit 
annually by the State Auditor, its employees shall be listed on the central 
listing of state employees, and it shall invest its idle funds in accordance 
with the investment of the idle funds act. 


(d) The District, the commissioners, and the employees shall be 
subject to the State Ethics Commission. 


Section 5. The District shall have the power to do any of the fol- 
lowing: 


(1) Sue and be sued in its own name. 


(2) Plan, acquire, own, construct, operate and maintain an enclosed 
and covered stadium for use as coliseums, sports arenas, sports pavilions, 
exposition sites, field houses, or other buildings or structures for holding 
sports events, athletic contests, contests of skill, exhibitions, spectacles, 
and other public meetings, and pertinent indoor and outdoor recreational 
facilities, recreation centers, playing fields, courts, gymnasiums, club houses, 
parking facilities and areas, other suitable concessions appertaining thereto, 
related buildings, and all facilities and properties incidental and necessary

(b) The obligations of the lessee or lessees under any lease shall 
constitute a charge against the revenues of the lessee or lessees to the extent 
and in the manner agreed upon by the parties. 


(c) In the event the State of Alabama or any of its various agencies 
or any political subdivision of the state or any combination of the foregoing 
shall lease all or any portion of the facilities of the District, then the entities 
shall have the right to sublease to any person or corporation, public or 
private, all or any portion of the facilities leased upon the terms and condi- 
tions as they may determine.

The supreme court shall appoint one appellate jestree-or 
judge who shail not be a Justice on the Supreme Court and; the circuit 
judges’ association shall appoint two judges of the circuit court as members 
ofthecommisston—The; the governor shall appoint two three persons who 
are not lawyers, who shall be subject to Senate confirmation before serving: 
the Lieutenant Governor shall appoint one district judge: and the governing 
body of the Alabama state bar shall appoint two members of the state bar to 
serve as members of the commission. Provided, however, that on January 1, 
2005, the appointment authority granted to the Lieutenant Governor shall 
revert to the Governor and the Governor shall thereafter be entitled to ap- 


point four persons who are not lawyers, subject to Senate confirmation.

The commission 
shall file a complaint with the court of the judiciary in the event that a 
majority of the members of the commission decide that a reasonable basis 
exists, (1) to charge a judge with violation of any canon of judicial ethics, 
misconduct in office, failure to perform his or her duties, or (2) to charge 
that the judge is physically or mentally unable to perform his or her duties. 
All proceedings of the commission shall be confidential except the filing of 
a complaint with the court of the judiciary. The commission shall prosecute 
the complaints. 
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“(c) The supreme court shall adopt rules governing the procedures 
of the commission. 


“(d) The commission shall have subpoena power and authority to 
appoint and direct its staff. Members of the commission who are not judges 
shall receive per diem compensation and necessary expenses; members who 
are judges shall receive necessary expenses only. The legislature shall ap- 
propriate funds for the operation of the commission.” 


“6.18 Court of the judiciary. 


“(a) The court of the judiciary is created consisting of one judge of 
an appellate court, other than the Supreme Court, who shall be selected by 
the supreme court and shall serve as chief judge of the court of the judi- 
ciary;; two judges of the circuit court, who shall be selected by the circuit 


judges’ association;;_and one district judge who shall be selected by the 
district judges’ association. Other members of the court of the judiciary 
shall consist of two members of the state bar, who shall be selected by the 
governing body of the Alabama State Bar; two persons who are not lawyers 
who shall be appointed by the Governor; and one person appointed by the 
Lieutenant Governor. Members appointed by the Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor shall be subject to Senate confirmation before serving. Provided, 
however, that on January 1, 2005, the appointment authority granted to the 
Lieutenant Governor shall rev: he Governor and the Governor shall 
thereafter be entitled to appoint three persons who are not lawyers, subject 
to Senate confirmation. The court shall be convened to hear complaints 
filed by the judicial inquiry commission. The court shall have authority, 
after notice and public hearing (1) to remove from office, suspend without 
pay, or censure a judge, or apply such other sanction as may prescribed by 
law, for violation of a canon of judicial ethics, misconduct in office, failure 
to perform his or her duties, or (2) to suspend with or without pay, or to 
retire a judge who is physically or mentally unable to perform his or her 
duties. 


“(b) A judge aggrieved by a decision of the court of the judiciary 
may appeal to the supreme court. The supreme court shall review the record 
of the proceedings on the law and the facts. 


“(c) The supreme court shall adopt rules governing the procedures 
of the court of the judiciary.

inconsistent with other provisions of this Constitution. Nothing herein shall 
be construed to preclude a court from making findings of fact or conclu- 
sions of law and orders relating thereto, that standards required by the United 
States Constitution, the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, laws of this state 
or of the United States, or rules or regulations promulgated pursuant thereto, 
are not being met, and from ordering the responsible entity or entities to 
comply with such standards.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. The monies in Section 2 are appropriated from the 
named funds for the 1995-96 fiscal year to the state agencies indicated, as 
the amounts to be used to pay the expenditures of the named agencies, and 
are in lieu of all monies appropriated for these purposes in other sections of 
the Alabama Statutes. 


For the purpose of this Act, the amounts herein for expenditures 
are listed by programmatic area and the totals for all programs are shown 
by the source of funds. It is intended that only the herein named funds be 
appropriated in the amounts specified to the named agencies; and that the 
following definitions shall be applicable: 


(a) “Appropriation Total” shall mean the aggregate total of all 
fund sources. 


(b) “Program” shall mean specific governmental services required 
to achieve a specific objective. A program shall be directed to meeting the 
need of an identified clientele, or group of recipients or beneficiaries and 
shall be expended only for such purposes. 


(c) “Capital Outlay” shall mean expenditures which result in the 
acquisition and/or addition to items, such as land or buildings, which have 
an appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year, 
and shall be expended only for such purposes. 


(d) “Debt Service” shall mean an expenditure for the payment 
of interest and principal on bonded debt obligations of the State, and 
shall be expended only for such purposes. 


(e) “Federal and Local Funds” shall mean all gifts, grants, 
contributions, or entitlements, including grants by the Congress of the 
United States, municipalities or counties. 


SECTION 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary 
expenses of the executive, legislative, and judicial agencies of the State, 
for other functions of government, for debt service, and for capital out- 
lay for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1996, to be paid out of any 
monies hereinafter specified, from such other funds and accounts as 
may be designated, or so much thereof as may be necessary, and the 
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total amount to be expended for the items for which the appropriation is 
herein made shall not exceed the amount provided therefor, except as 
provided in the Budget Management Act of 1976, Sections 41-19-1 
through 12, Code of Alabama 1975. Provided, however, that regardless 
of the ending date of any pay period which has been or may be estab- 
lished by the Legislature for the payment of salaries of state employees, 
the entire payment due shall be made from the fiscal year’s appropria- 
tion in which the pay date falls.

($2,000,000) appropriation to the Department of Public Safety shall be the 
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second priority conditional and shall be released in full before any other 
conditional from the General Fund may be released (other than the first 
priority conditional to Medicaid). 


SECTION 4. That, except as may be herein otherwise provided, 
amounts herein specifically appropriated shall be in lieu of the amounts 
heretofore provided or appropriated by law for such purposes. That the 
amounts herein appropriated are the maximum amounts to be expended for 
the purposes herein designated and in no event shall the maximum expendi- 
ture provided for any items of expense exceed the amount allocated herein 
except as may be provided for under Sections 5 and 6 of this bill, as pro- 
vided in the Budget Management Act of 1976, Sections 41-19-1 et seq., 
Code of Alabama 1975, and those appropriations herein made, except ap- 
propriations to the Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board for the pur- 
chase of alcoholic beverages are and shall be subject to the terms, condi- 
tions, provisions and limitations of Sections 41-4-80 et seq., Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, and the Budget Management Act of 1976, Sections 41-19-1 et 
seq., Code of Alabama 1975. 


SECTION 5. That any surplus remaining in any appropriation 
herein made from the State General Fund to any office, department, bureau, 
board, commission or agency may be transferred, on order of the Governor, 
to any other appropriation herein made from the State General Fund when 
such appropriation to any office, department, bureau, board, commission 
or agency is insufficient to pay salaries in that office, department, bureau, 
board, commission or agency. 


SECTION 6. In addition to appropriations herein made, all gifts, 
grants, contributions or entitlements, in excess of the amount carried in the 
bill, including grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities 
or counties, to any department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, 
institution, office or officer of the State of Alabama are hereby appropri- 
ated and, in the event the same are recurring, are reappropriated to such 
department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, of- 
fice or officer to be used only for the purpose or purposes for which the 
grant or contribution was or shall be made. Further, all state, county, mu- 
nicipal and educational entities are authorized to disburse such sums as 
deemed necessary by mutual agreement between said entities and the State 
of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public Accounts to partially de- 
fray the cost of auditing services performed by said agency. All such sums 
are hereby appropriated and reappropriated if necessary to the Department 
of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, to be expended through 
the fund established by Section 41-5-24, Code of Alabama 1975. 


SECTION 7. All interest earned from funds paid into Account 
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No. 396 (formerly Account No. 305735) by Act 87-761, Act 88-947, Act 
89-79, Act 90-556 and Act 91-572 are hereby appropriated to the Governor’s 
Contingency Fund to be spent at the discretion of the Governor. Any other 
interest earned by the state from Revenue Sharing Investments under the 
State and Local Fiscal Assistance Act of 1972, as amended, Public Law 
92-512, 92nd Congress, together with any accruals or reversions thereon 
are hereby appropriated to the State General Fund. 


SECTION 8. All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year 
appropriation, other than the exclusions authorized in Section 41-4-93, Code 
of Alabama 1975, shall lapse no later than September 30 of the fiscal year 
immediately following the fiscal year for which the appropriation was made 
and shall revert to the credit of the State General Fund or earmarked fund 
from which the appropriation or appropriations were made. 


SECTION 9. The appropriations made herein to the departments, 
boards, offices, commissions and agencies include the amounts necessary 
and said departments, boards, offices, commissions and agencies are hereby 
directed to make the transfer of funds to the State Personnel Department in 
said amounts enumerated in this Act. All agencies enumerated in this Act 
and receiving services from other governmental agencies enumerated in this 
Act shall make full payment in a timely manner (as determined by the De- 
partment of Finance) for such services. 


SECTION 10. (a) Funds appropriated from the State General 
Fund or earmarked state funds in this act to any state department, division, 
board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, or office (with the excep- 
tion of local boards of education, the Department of Transportation, 
postsecondary institutions of education and the legislative branch of gov- 
ernment) shall not be expended for the purchase or lease of automotive 
vehicles. Notwithstanding the foregoing, the Department of Public Safety 
may purchase automotive vehicles to be used for direct law enforcement 
purposes only. The Department of Public Safety may not transfer automo- 
tive vehicles from law enforcement personnel nor vehicles designated for. 
law enforcement purposes to other personnel in that department nor shall 
vehicles be transferred to be used for any other purpose in that department 
nor transferred to any other state agency. A state agency may request to 
purchase or lease automotive vehicles for emergency purposes. The re- 
quest shall be made in writing to the Director of Finance, the Chairman of 
the House Committee on Ways and Means, and the Chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Finance and Taxation-General Fund. The request shall ex- 
plain the nature of the automotive purchase or lease and the emergency 
need for the vehicle. The request shall be approved unanimously by the 
Director of Finance, the Chairman of the House Committee on Ways and 
Means, and the Chairman of the Senate Committee on Finance and Taxa- 
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tion-General Fund prior to the purchase or lease of any automotive vehicle. 


(b) No funds appropriated in this Act shall be expended for the 
purpose of purchasing optional equipment on state motor vehicles that con- 
sist of stereo equipment, power seats, leather upholstery, premium wheel 
covers, deluxe exterior trim, or sun roofs. 


SECTION 11. If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provi- 
sion or portion of this Act or all or any portion of any appropriations herein 
made be held unconstitutional or invalid, it shall not affect any other sec- 
tion, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or portion of this Act or any 
other appropriation or appropriations or portion thereof hereby made not in 
and of itself unconstitutional or invalid. 


SECTION 12. All laws and parts of laws, general, special, pri- 
vate or local in conflict with or inconsistent with the provisions of this Act 
be and the same are hereby expressly repealed. 


SECTION 13. Each agency of the State funded through the pro- 
visions of this Act shall provide an equal opportunity for employment and 
business opportunities for all citizens of this state without regard to sex or 
race. 


SECTION 14. This Act shall become effective October 1, 1995.

SUBSTITUTE FOR HB 611 


A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the Alabama Mental Health Consumers’ Rights Act. 
BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section |. This act shall be known and may be cited as the “Ala- 
bama Mental Health Consumers’ Rights Act.” 


Section 2. As used in this act, the following terms shall have the 
following meanings: 


(1) CONSUMER. A person who receives or uses mental health 
services. 


(2) DEPARTMENT. The Alabama Department of Mental Health 
and Mental Retardation. 


(3) FAMILY MEMBER. A person within the immediate family or 
a legal guardian of a mental health consumer. 


(4) MENTAL HEALTH SERVICES. Services designed to treat or 
deal with persons with mental illness. 


(5) MENTAL ILLNESS. A psychiatric disorder of thought or mood, 
or both, which significantly impairs judgment, behavior, capacity to recog- 
nize reality, or ability to cope with the ordinary demands of life. “Mental 
Illness” as used herein specifically excludes the primary diagnoses of epi- 
lepsy, mental retardation, substance abuse including alcoholism, or a devel- 
opmental disability, or any combination thereof. 


(6) PROGRAM. A program for providing mental health services. 


(7) PROVIDER. Any agency, corporation, or individual who pro- 
vides inpatient, residential or outpatient mental health services to a con- 
sumer or consumers, provided that this act shall only apply to physicians 
licensed to practice medicine to the extent that medical services to individu- 
als covered by the act must be provided in accordance with established 
standards of medical care. 
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Section 3. The Legislature declares that mental health services 
shall be individualized, empowering, culturally relevant and diverse, flex- 
ible, and include natural supports. Mental health services shall also be 
provided in a way which is normalizing as well as respectful of the rights, 
responsibilities, and feelings of each consumer. Mental health services shall 
also focus on enabling individuals to maintain responsibility to the greatest 
extent possible for setting their own goals, directing their own lives, and 
acting responsibly as members of their community. 


Section 4. (a) Consumers of mental health services have the same 
general rights as other citizens of Alabama. These rights include but are 
not limited to the following: 


(1) The right to exercise rights as a citizen of the United States and 
the State of Alabama. 


(2) The right to be served through general services available to all 
citizens. 


(3) The right to choose to live, work, be educated, and recreate with 
persons who do not have disabilities. 


(4) The right to be presumed competent until a court of competent 
jurisdiction, abiding by statutory and constitutional provisions, determines 
otherwise. 


(5) The right to vote and otherwise participate in the political pro- 
cess. 


(6) The right to free exercise of religion. 

(7) The right to own and possess real and personal property. Noth- 
ing in this section shall affect existing laws pertaining to conveyance of real 
or personal property. 


(8) The right to make contracts. 


(9) The right to obtain a driver’s license on the same basis as other 
citizens. 


(10) The right to social interaction with members of either sex. 
(11) The right to marry and divorce. 


(12) The right to be paid the value of work performed. 
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(13) The right to exercise rights without reprisal. 


(b) In addition, the rights of consumers of mental health services 
within inpatient, residential, or outpatient settings include, but are not lim- 
ited to, the following: 


(1) The right to access individualized mental health services. 


(2) The right to participate in the treatment planning process, with 
material involved in this process presented in language appropriate to the 
consumer’s ability to understand. 


(3) The right to be accorded human respect and dignity on an indi- 
vidual basis in a consistently humane fashion. 


(4) The right to be fully informed, on an individual basis, when 
needed, concerning services provided, with information presented in a set- 
ting and in language appropriate to the consumer’s condition and ability to 
understand. 


(5) The right to a statement of any applicable charges for mental 
health services, itemized when possible, and the right to be informed of any 
limitations placed on the duration of services. 


(6) The right to confidentiality of all information in the consumer’s 
mental health, medical, and financial records. 


(7) The right to access upon request all information in the consumer’s 
mental health, medical, and financial records, unless a clinical determina- 
tion has been made by professional staff that access would be detrimental to 
the consumer’s health. 


(8) For those consumers legally committed to facilities or programs, 
the right to be informed of one’s commitment status including the require- 
ments of the commitment, if any, and the length of the commitment. 


(9) The right to be free from any physical, verbal, sexual, or psy- 
chological abuse, exploitation, coercion, reprisal, intimidation, or neglect. 


(10) The right to make an individual, written decision to consent or 
refuse to participate in research or experimentation, based upon informa- 
tion which is presented in a non-threatening environment and in language 
appropriate to the consumer’s condition and ability to understand. The 
information presented shall follow the General Requirements for Informed 
Consent as cited under the Code of Federal Regulations 45 CFR.46.116, 
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Department of Health and Human Services, National Institute of Health, 
Office for Protection from Research Risks: “Protection of Human Sub- 
jects.” 


(11) The right to be informed specifically of the procedures for 
initiating a complaint or grievance procedure and the applicable appeals 
process, including the means of requesting a hearing or review of the com- 
plaint. 


(12) The right to be informed of the means for accessing advocates, 
ombudsmen, or rights protection services within the program and, as appli- 
cable, the State of Alabama Mental Health System, the Alabama Department 
of Human Resources, the federal advocacy system, and other advocacy 
services. Access must be allowed without reprisal. 


(13) The right to have access to courts and attorneys. 


(14) The right to enforce rights in a court of competent jurisdiction 
or appropriate administrative proceeding. 


(15) The right to use services in a safe and humane environment. 


(16) The right to be free from seclusion, physical restraints, drugs, 
or other interventions administered for purposes of punishment, discipline 
or staff convenience. Restraint, seclusion, or other intrusive treatments 
may be administered only in situations defined by established standards of 
medical care taking into consideration the health status of the individual 
and by applicable governing standards. 


(17) The right to refuse mental health services without reprisal ex- 
cept when refusals are not permitted under applicable law. 


(18) In residential or inpatient programs, the right to privacy. 
(19) In residential or inpatient programs, the right to have access to 
and privacy of mail, telephone communications, and visitors, unless legally 


restricted. 


(20) In residential or inpatient programs operated or certified by 
the State of Alabama, the right to adequate food and shelter. 


(21) In residential or inpatient programs operated or certified by 
the State of Alabama, the right to access dental and medical care, including 
vision and hearing services. 


(22) The right to conditions of mental health services which are 
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supportive of each consumer’s personal liberty and restrict liberty only to 
the extent necessary, consistent with each consumer’s treatment needs, ap- 
plicable requirements of law, and applicable judicial orders. This right 
applies to general rights within a clinical setting as well as to specific rights 
enumerated in Section 4, Subsection B. 


(23) For those individuals legally committed to mental health ser- 
vices operated by the State of Alabama or community or regional mental 
health centers, the right to inclusion in the community with appropriate and 
adequate supports, on completion of or in conjunction with the terms of 
commitments. 


Section 5. In order to ensure that consumers of mental health ser- 
vices through state facilities, community mental health centers, and other 
providers under contract to the department receive individual treatment and 
that rights delineated in Section 4 and elsewhere in state and federal law are 
consistently observed within mental health programs operated by the pro- 
viders, the department shall establish within 180 days of enactment of this 
act official standards for certification to be observed by all state facilities, 
community mental health centers, and other providers under contract to the 
department. These standards shall be developed with the active participa- 
tion of mental health providers, consumers and family members of consum- 
ers. The department shall establish teams to monitor the compliance with 
these standards by state facilities, community mental health centers, and 
providers under contract to the department, and consumers and family mem- 
bers shall be significantly represented on the teams. 


Section 6. Any provider who abuses, exploits, or neglects a con- 
sumer in his or her care shall be subject to the civil and criminal remedies 
and penalties prescribed in Alabama law. All instances of abuse, exploita- 
tion, or neglect, as defined by Alabama law, shall be reported to appropri- 
ate licensing or investigative agencies, in a manner consistent with Ala- 
bama law. 


Section 7. All providers of mental health services in Alabama shall 
develop and implement written policies and procedures that prohibit abuse, 
exploitation, or neglect of consumers in programs operated by the provid- 
ers. At a minimum, these policies and procedures shall accomplish the 
following: 


(1) Affirm and safeguard the rights of a consumer stated pursuant 
to this act. 


(2) Ensure that prompt action is taken to prevent the potential of 
further abuse while an investigation is in process. 
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(3) Provide for an immediate and thorough investigation of all alle- 
gations of abuse, exploitation, or neglect by trained, experienced personnel 
delegated with all necessary authority. The status of all investigations shall 
be reported to the administrator(s) of the program or his or her designated 
representative on a continuous basis. 


(4) Establish reasonable and appropriate corrective action, includ- 
ing education, training, and punishment for any program-affiliated indi- 
vidual who has been found responsible for abuse, exploitation, or neglect of 
consumers. All criminal violations shall be reported to the Office of the 
Attorney General, State of Alabama, or the local district attorney for con- 
sideration of further legal action. 


(5) Prohibit the employment of individuals in any job involving 
care or services for consumers that are known to the provider to have a 
conviction of child, elder, patient, or resident abuse, exploitation, or neglect 
in any job involving care or services for consumers. The provider shall 
make a good faith effort to check the background of all persons hired in 
these jobs. 


(6) Provide training and informational materials on consumers’ 
rights and on the prevention of abuse, exploitation, and neglect for admin- 
istrators, mental health professionals, direct-care staff, and volunteers. Each 
new staff member shall demonstrate working knowledge of this informa- 
tion, and training shall be given on an ongoing basis for all the previously 
mentioned workers. When possible, ongoing training shall be provided by 
consumers and family members. 


Section 8. This act shall not be interpreted or construed to alter, 
expand, or diminish established standards of medical care applicable to 
physicians licensed to practice medicine. Notwithstanding any provision of 
this act to the contrary, the requirement to develop and implement written 
policies and procedures as outlined in Section 7 of this act shall not apply to 
the private offices of physicians licensed to practice medicine. 


Section 9. This act shall not override any provisions of the Adult 
Protective Services Act, pursuant to Chapter 9 (commencing with Section 
38-9-1) of Title 38, Code of Alabama 1975, or the Child Abuse Reporting 
Act, Chapter 14 (commencing with Section 26-14-1) of Title 26, Code of 
Alabama 1975, and shall be read in para materia with those provisions. 


Section 10. If any section of this act or any part of any section 
shall be declared invalid or unconstitutional, the declaration shall not affect 
the validity or constitutionality of the remaining portions thereof. 
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Section 11. This act shall become effective on January 1, 1996.

To create new circuit judgeships in the Fourth, Seventh, Ninth, 
Thirteenth, Eighteenth, and Twenty-eighth Judicial Circuits and a new dis- 
trict judgeship for the Thirteenth Judicial Circuit. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. There is created an additional judgeship for the Ninth 
Judicial Circuit, which shall! be designated judgeship number three. If the 
judgeship has been precleared under Section 5 of the Voting Rights Act of 
1965, 42 U.S.C., §1973c, prior to the opening of candidate qualifying 
preceding the 1998 primary election, the judgeship shall be filled at the 
general election in 1998. If the judgeship has not been precleared at least 
60 days prior to the opening of candidate qualifying preceding the 1998 
primary election, the judgeship shall be filled at the next general election 
after preclearance. For a period of 14 years only following his or her elec- 
tion to the judgeship, the candidate for the judgeship position created by 
this act shall be a resident of Cherokee County and shall remain a resident 
of Cherokee County during the term of the judgeship. After the 14-year 
period, a candidate for the judgeship shall be a resident of the Ninth Judicial 
Circuit. 


Section 2. There is created an additional judgeship for the Fourth 
Judicial Circuit, which shall be designated judgeship number 3. If the judge- 
ship has been precleared under Section 5 of the Voting Rights Act of 1965, 
42 U.S.C., §1973c, prior to the opening of candidate qualifying preceding 
the 1998 primary election, the judgeship shall be filled at the general elec- 
tion in 1998. If the judgeship has not been precleared at least 60 days prior 
to the opening of candidate qualifying preceding the 1998 primary election, 
the judgeship shall be filled at the next general election after preclearance. 


Section 3. There is created an additional circuit judgeship and an 
additional district judgeship for the Thirteenth Judicial Circuit, which shall 
be designated circuit judgeship number 11 and district judgeship number 5, 
respectively. If the judgeships have been precleared under Section 5 of the 
Voting Rights Act of 1965, 42 U.S.C., §1973c, prior to the opening of 
candidate qualifying preceding the 1998 primary election, the judgeships 
shall be filled at the general election in 1998. If the judgeships have not 
been precleared at least 60 days prior to the opening of candidate qualifying 
preceding the 1998 primary election, the judgeships shall be filled at the 
next general election after preclearance. 
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Section 4. There is created an additional judgeship for the Seventh 
Judicial Circuit, which shall be designated judgeship number five. If the 
judgeship has been precleared under Section 5 of the Voting Rights Act of 
1965, 42 U.S.C., §1973c, prior to the opening of candidate qualifying pre- 
ceding the 1998 primary election, the judgeship shall be filled at the general 
election in 1998. If the judgeship has not been precleared at least 60 days 
prior to the opening of candidate qualifying preceding the 1998 primary 
election, the judgeship shall be filled at the next general election after 
preclearance. 


Section 5. There is created an additional judgeship for the Eigh- 
teenth Judicial Circuit, which shall be designated judgeship number 4. If 
the judgeship has been precleared under Section 5 of the Voting Rights Act 
of 1965, 42 U.S.C., §1973c, prior to the opening of candidate qualifying 
preceding the 1998 primary election, the judgeship shall be filled at the 
general election in 1998. If the judgeship has not been precleared at least 
60 days prior to the opening of candidate qualifying preceding the 1998 
primary election, the judgeship shall be filled at the next general election 
after preclearance. 


Section 6. There is created an additional judgeship for the Twenty- 
eighth Judicial Circuit, which shall be designated judgeship number four. If 
the judgeship has been precleared under Section 5 of the Voting Rights Act 
of 1965, 42 U.S.C., §1973c, prior to the opening of candidate qualifying 
preceding the 1998 primary election, the judgeship shall be filled at the 
general election in 1998. If the judgeship has not been precleared at least 
60 days prior to the opening of candidate qualifying preceding the 1998 
primary election, the judgeship shall be filled at the next general election 
after preclearance. 


Section 7. The judges elected or appointed as provided in this act 
shall have and shall exercise all the jurisdiction, power, rights, and author- 
ity; shall possess all of the qualifications; shall perform all of the duties 
required; and shall be subject to all of the responsibilities and duties of the 
office to which the other circuit and district judges are subject. 


Section 8. The compensation of the judges elected or appointed as 
provided in this act shall be the same as and paid under the same circum- 
stances as that of the other circuit or district court judges including the 
payment of any county supplement or expense allowance. 


Section 9. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

the school year 1994-95; to provide funds for public school buildings which 
have demonstrated additional needs as determined by the Authority; to pro-

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. Definitions. Wherever used in this Act, the following 
terms shall have the following meaning respectively, unless the context clearly 
indicates otherwise: 


“1965 Act” means Act No. 243 enacted at the 1965 First Special 
Session of the Legislature, codified as Title 16, Chapter 16, Code of Ala- 
bama 1975. 


“1971 Acts” means Act No. 94 enacted at the 1971 First Special 
Session of the Legislature, Act No. 2428 enacted at the 1971 Regular Ses- 
sion of the Legislature, and Act No. 56 enacted at the 1971 Second Special 
Session of the Legislature. 


“1973 Act” means Act No. 1277 enacted at the 1973 Regular Ses- 
sion of the Legislature as amended by Act No. 73 enacted at the 1975 Third 
Special Session of the Legislature and Act No. 1223 enacted at the 1975 
Regular Session of the Legislature. 


“1978 Act” means Act No. 138 enacted at the 1978 Second Special 
Session of the Legislature, as amended by Act No. 79-41 enacted at the 
1979 Regular Session of the Legislature and Act No. 81-827 enacted at the 
1981 Regular Session of the Legislature. 


“1985 Act” means Act No. 943 enacted at the 1985 Second Special 
Session of the Legislature. 


“1990 Act” means Act No. 280 enacted at the 1990 Regular Ses- 
sion of the Legislature. 


“Authority” means Alabama Public School and College Authority. 
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“Bonds” (except where that word is used with reference to bonds 
issued under another act) means those bonds, other than refunding bonds, 
issued under the provisions of this Act. 


“Capital Improvements” means buildings containing classrooms, 
offices, libraries, laboratories, clinical or teaching facilities, dormitories, 
vocational education facilities, cafeterias, alternative schools, technologi- 
cal equipment, physical education facilities, research facilities, related cam- 
pus improvements and land as sites therefor, together with equipment there- 
for, and school buses. The term “Capital Improvements” does not include 
textbooks, office supplies, or school supplies used by the educational enti- 
ties referred to in Section 2 of this Act, or any of their personnel or students. 


“Commission” means the building commission created by section 
41-9-140 and its successors as the state agency for awarding construction 
contracts and supervising construction. 


“Government Securities” means any bonds or other obligations 
which as to principal and interest constitute direct obligations of, or are 
unconditionally guaranteed by, the United States of America, including 
obligations of any federal agency to the extent such obligations are uncon- 
ditionally guaranteed by the United States of America and any certificates 
or any other evidences of an ownership interest in such obligations of, or 
unconditionally guaranteed by, the United States of America or in specified 
portions thereof (which may consist of the principal thereof or the interest 
thereon). 


“Legislature” means the Legislature of Alabama. 


“Permitted Investments” means (i) Government Securities; (ii) 
bonds, debentures, notes or other evidences of indebtedness issued by any 
of the following agencies: Bank for Cooperatives; Federal Intermediate Credit 
Banks; Federal Financing Bank; Federal Home Loan Banks; Federal Farm 
Credit Bank; Export-Import Bank of the United States; Federal Land Banks, 
or Farmers Home Administration or any other agency or corporation which 
has been or may hereafter be created by or pursuant to an act of the Con- 
gress of the United States as an agency or instrumentality thereof; (ii) bonds, 
notes, pass through securities or other evidences of indebtedness of Gov- 
ernment National Mortgage Association and participation certificates of 
Federal Home Loan Mortgage Corporation; (iv) full faith and credit obliga- 
tions of any state, provided that at the time of purchase such obligations are 
rated at least “AA” by Standard & Poor’s Corporation and at least “Aa” by 
Moody’s Investors service; (v) public housing bonds issued by public agen- 
cies or municipalities and fully secured as to the payment of both principal 
and interest by contracts with the United States of America, or temporary 
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notes, preliminary notes or project notes issued by public agencies or mu- 
nicipalities, in each case fully secured as to the payment of both principal 
and interest by a requisition or payment agreement with the United States of 
America; (vi) time deposits evidenced by certificates of deposit issued by 
banks or savings and loan associations which are members of the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation, provided that, to the extent such time de- 
posits are not covered by federal deposit insurance, such time deposits (in- 
cluding interest thereon) are fully secured by a pledge of obligations de- 
scribed in clauses (i), (ii), (iii), and (v) above, which at all times have a 
market value not less than the amount of such bank time deposits required 
to be so secured and which meet the greater of 100% collateralization or the 
“AA” collateral levels established by Standard & Poor’s Corporation for 
structured financings; (vii) repurchase agreements for obligations of the 
type specified in clauses (i), (ii), (iii), and (v) above, provided such repur- 
chase agreements are fully collateralized and secured by such obligations 
which have a market value at least equal to the purchase price of such 
repurchase agreements which are held by a depository satisfactory to the 
State Treasurer in such manner as may be required to provide a perfected 
security interest in such obligations, and which meet the greater of 100% 
collateralization or the “AA” collateral levels established by Standards & 
Poor’s Corporation for structured financings; and (viii) uncollateralized 
investment agreements with, or certificates of deposit issued by, banks or 
bank holding companies, the senior long-term securities of which are rated 
at least “AA” by Standard & Poor’s Corporation and at least “Aa” by 
Moody’s Investors Service. 


“Refunding Bonds” means those refunding bonds issued under the 
provisions of this Act. 


“State” means the State of Alabama. 


Nouns and pronouns when used in this Act shall be deemed to in- 
clude both singular and plural and all applicable genders. 


SECTION 2. Authorization to Issue Additional Bonds and Pur- 
poses Thereof. The Authority is hereby authorized to sell and issue its 
Bonds in the aggregate principal amounts of two hundred fifteen million 
dollars ($215,000,000) for the purpose of purchasing, constructing, im- 
proving, renovating, and equipping public elementary/secondary school 
facilities and facilities for the Alabama Institute for the Deaf and Blind, the 
Department of Youth Services and public institutions of higher education; 
for the Youth Services Board to make local capital improvement grants; 
and including the cost of architectural services therefor and services ren- 
dered by building inspectors for periodic and final inspections therefor. The 
Bonds authorized in this Act to be issued by the Authority shall be in addi- 
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tion to all other bonds previously authorized to be issued by it, and the 
powers conferred on the Authority by this Act are in addition to all other 
powers heretofore conferred on the Authority by acts heretofore enacted by 
the Legislature. 


SECTION 3. Execution and Other Details of the Bonds. The 
Bonds shall be signed by the president or vice-president of the Authority, 
and the seal of the corporation shall be affixed thereto (or a facsimile thereof 
imprinted thereon) and attested by its secretary. All signatures of the presi- 
dent, vice-president, and secretary may be facsimile signatures if the Au- 
thority, in its proceedings with respect to issuance, provides for manual 
authentication (which may be in the form of a certificate as to registration) 
of the Bonds by a trustee, registrar or paying agent or by named individuals 
who are employees of the State and who are assigned to the Finance 
Department or State Treasurer’s Office of the State. All Bonds bearing 
signatures or facsimiles of the signatures of officers of the Authority in 
office on the date of signing thereof shall be valid and binding notwith- 
standing that before the delivery thereof and payment therefor, any officer 
whose signature appears thereon shall have ceased to be an officer of the 
Authority. The Bonds and the income therefrom shall be exempt from all 
taxation in the State, may be used as security for deposits, and shall be 
eligible for investments of fiduciary funds, as provided in the 1965 Act. 
The Bonds shall be construed to have all the qualities and incidents of nego- 
tiable instruments subject to any registration provisions pertaining to trans- 
fers. The Authority and the Bonds shall be exempt from all laws of the 
State governing usury including, without limitation, the provisions of Title 
8, Chapter 8, Code of Alabama 1975, or any subsequent statute of similar 
import. The Bonds shall be in such form or forms and denomination or 
denominations and of such tenor and maturities, shall bear such rate or 
rates of interest payable and evidenced in such manner, may be made sub- 
ject to redemption prior to their maturities, and may contain provisions not 
inconsistent with this Act, all as may be provided by the resolution of the 
Authority under which the Bonds may be issued; provided, that no Bonds 
shall have a specified maturity date later than twenty years after their date; 
and provided further, that those Bonds having maturities more than ten 
years after their date shall be subject to redemption at the option of the 
Authority on any interest payment date on and after the tenth anniversary 
after their date at such redemption price and under such conditions as may 
be prescribed in the proceedings of the Authority under which they are 
issued. For the purpose of paying the principal of, premium, if any, and 
interest on the Bonds or any Refunding Bonds, the Authority shall desig- 
nate the State Treasurer or such bank or banks with its principal office 
within the State as it, in its discretion, determines to be appropriate and 
desirable. Funds for the payment of debt service shall be transferred by the 
Authority or the State Treasurer on behalf of the Authority to the desig- 
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nated paying agent on the actual due date of such principal, premium, if 
any, or interest. 


SECTION 4. Sale of the Bonds. The Bonds may be sold by the 
Authority from time to time in series, and if sold in more than one series, 
may all be authorized in one initial resolution of the Authority with the 
pledges therefor made by the Authority in such initial resolution although 
some of the details applicable to each series may be specified in the respec- 
tive resolutions under which the different series are issued. The Authority, 
in the course of establishing, by resolution, a principal amount of Bonds to 
be authorized for sale at any given time, or to be sold in any series, may 
take into account the existence of any unexpended proceeds or prior issues 
of bonds of the Authority (and of any other issuer, if such should be deemed 
by the Authority to be relevant), and may structure the portions of the allo- 
cations (provided for in Section 8 of this Act) to be distributed from the 
proceeds of a particular series (constituting less than all the Bonds autho- 
rized by this Act) as the Authority deems necessary or prudent in order to 
enable the Authority to comply with any tax covenants that may be required 
of it, or that may be deemed by it to be prudent to be given by it, in connec- 
tion with sale of any series of the Bonds. Each series of the Bonds shall be 
sold at competitive bid and at such price or prices and at such time or times 
as the Authority may consider advantageous. Bonds sold by competitive 
bid must be sold, whether on sealed bids or at public auction, to the bidder 
whose bid reflects the lowest effective borrowing cost to the Authority on 
the series of the Bonds being sold; provided, that if no bid acceptable to the 
Authority is received it may reject all bids. Notice or summary notice of. 
each such sale by competitive bids shall be given by publication in either a 
financial journal or a financial newspaper published in the City of New 
York, New York, and also by publication in a newspaper published in the 
State which is customarily published not less often than five days during 
each calendar week, each of which notices must be published at least one 
time not less than ten days prior to the date fixed for the sale or, in the event 
no bid acceptable to the Authority is received at any such sale and the 
Bonds so offered are thereafter reoffered on the same terms and conditions, 
not less than five days prior to the date fixed for sale. The Authority may 
fix the terms and conditions under which the sale of any series of the Bonds 
may be held; provided, that the terms and conditions shall not conflict with 
any requirements of this Act. Approval by the Governor of Alabama of the 
terms and conditions under which any Bonds may be issued shall be requi- 
site to their validity. Neither a public hearing nor consent of the State 
Department of Finance or any other department or agency shall be a prereq- 
uisite to the issuance of any of the Bonds. 


SECTION 5. Appropriation of Revenues to the Authority; Pledge 
Thereof for the Benefit of the Bonds. For the purpose of providing for 
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payment of the principal of, premium, if any, and interest on the Bonds and 
to accomplish the objects of this Act, there is hereby irrevocably pledged to 
those purposes, and hereby appropriated, the amount that may be necessary 
for those purposes from the following sources: 


(a) The residue of the receipts from the excise tax (“the utility 
gross receipts tax”) levied by Title 40, Chapter 21, Article 3, Code of Ala- 
bama 1975, as amended (“Article 3”), remaining after payment of the ex- 
penses of administration and enforcement of Article 3, being that portion of 
the tax that is required by Article 3 to be deposited in the State Treasury to 
the credit of the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund, after there shall 
have been taken from the residue the amount necessary to pay at their re- 
spective maturities the principal of and interest on those bonds issued by 
the Authority under the 1971 Acts, the 1973 Act, the 1978 Act, the 1985 
Act, or the 1990 Act that may be outstanding at the time of the delivery of 
the respective series of the Bonds authorized herein; 


(b) The residue of the receipt from the excise tax (“the utility ser- 
vice use tax’’) levied by Title 40, Chapter 21, Article 4, Code of Alabama 
1975 (“Article 4”), remaining after payment of the expenses of administra- 
tion and enforcement of Article 4, being that portion of the tax that is 
required by Article 4 to be deposited in the State Treasury to the credit of 
the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund, after there shall have been 
taken from the residue the amount necessary to pay at their respective 
maturities the principal of and interest on those bonds issued by the Author- 
ity under the 1971 Acts, the 1973 Act, the 1978 Act, the 1985 Act, or the 
1990 Act that may be outstanding at the time of the delivery of the respec- 
tive series of the Bonds authorized herein; 


(c) The residue of the receipts from the license tax (“the lease tax’’) 
levied on those engaging in the business of leasing or renting tangible per- 
sonal property levied by Title 40, Chapter 12, Article 4, Code of Alabama 
1975 (“Chapter 12, Article 4”), remaining after payment of the expenses of 
administration and enforcement of Chapter 12, Article 4, being that portion 
of the tax that is required by Chapter 12, Article 4 to be deposited in the 
State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund, 
after there shall have been taken from the residue the amount necessary to 
pay at their respective maturities the principal of and interest on those bonds 
issued by the Authority under the 1971 Acts, the 1973 Act, the 1978 Act, 
the 1985 Act, or the 1990 Act that may be outstanding at the time of the 
delivery of the respective series of the Bonds authorized herein; 


(d) To the extent and to the extent only that the revenues appropri- 
ated in the foregoing subsections (a), (b), and (c) of this Section may not be 
sufficient to pay at their respective maturities the principal of, premium, if 
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any, and interest on the Bonds, the residue of the receipts from the excise 
tax (“the sales tax’) levied by Title 40, Chapter 23, Article 1, Division 1, 
Code of Alabama 1975, as amended (“Article 1”), after there shall have 
been taken from the residue the amounts appropriated for other educational 
purposes in Section 40-23-35, Code of Alabama 1975 (which residue con- 
stitutes that portion of the receipts from the sales tax that is now required by 
law to be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund), and after 
there shall have been taken from the residue amounts sufficient to meet all 
prior charges on the residue including such amounts as may be necessary to 
pay at their respective maturities the principal of and interest on those bonds 
issued by the Authority under the 1965 Act, the 1971 Acts, the 1973 Act, 
the 1978 Act, the 1985 Act, or the 1990 Act that may be outstanding at the 
time of the delivery of the respective series of the Bonds authorized herein; 
and 


(e) To the extent and to the extent only that the revenues appropri- 
ated in the foregoing subsections (a), (b), (c), and (d) of this Section may 
not be sufficient to pay at their respective maturities the principal of, pre- 
mium, if any, and the interest on the Bonds, the residue of the receipts from 
the excise tax (“the use tax”) levied by Title 40, Chapter 23, Article 2, Code 
of Alabama 1975, as amended (‘“‘Article 2”), after there shall have been 
taken from the residue the amount necessary to meet the expenses of the 
State Department of Revenue in collecting the use tax (which residue con- 
stitutes that portion of the receipts from the use tax that is now required by 
law to be paid into the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund), and after 
there shall have been taken from the residue such amounts as may be neces- 
sary to meet all prior charges on the use tax including the amounts suffi- 
cient to pay at their respective maturities the principal of and interest on 
those outstanding bonds referred to in subsection (d) of this Section. 


All monies hereby appropriated and pledged shall constitute a sink- 
ing fund for the purpose of paying the principal of, premium, if any, and 
interest on the Bonds. The State Treasurer is authorized and directed to pay 
at their respective maturities the principal of, premium, if any, and interest 
on the Bonds out of this fund and out of the residues of the tax receipts 
herein appropriated and pledged for the benefit of the Bonds, and he or she 
is authorized and directed to set up and maintain appropriate records per- 
taining thereto. 


SECTION 6. Bonds to be Payable Solely out of the Revenues 
Appropriated; Authorization for Authority to Pledge Such Revenues for 
the Bonds. The Bonds shall not be general obligations of the Authority but 
shall be limited obligations payable solely out of the residues of the tax 
receipts appropriated and pledged in Section 5 of this Act. All Bonds is- 
sued by the Authority pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall be solely 
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and exclusively obligations of the Authority and shall not constitute or cre- 
ate an obligation or debt of the State. As security for the payment of the 
principal of, premium, if any, and interest on the Bonds, the Authority is 
hereby authorized and empowered to pledge the residues of the tax receipts 
that are appropriated and pledged in Section 5 hereof for such purposes. 
All such pledges made by the Authority shall take precedence in the order 
of the adoption of the resolutions containing the pledges. All such pledges 
shall be prior and superior to any pledges that may be made for any refund- 
ing bonds hereafter issued by the Authority under the provisions of any of 
the 1965 Act, the 1971 Acts, the 1973 Act, the 1978 Act, the 1985 Act, the 
1990 Act, or any other act heretofore enacted. 


SECTION 7. Refunding Bonds. For the purpose of refunding any 
Bonds or Refunding Bonds of the Authority issued under the provisions of 
this Act, the 1965 Act, the 1971 Acts, the 1973 Act, the 1978 Act, the 1985 
Act, the 1990 Act or any other act previously enacted, or any combination 
thereof, whether the refunding shall occur before, at or after the maturity of 
the bonds refunded and for the purpose of paying all premiums and ex- 
penses of the refunding (including, but not limited to, attorneys’ fees, costs 
of printing the Refunding Bonds, fiscal agents’ fees, and accountants’ fees), 
the Authority is hereby authorized to sell and issue its Refunding Bonds. 
Such Refunding Bonds may be sold and issued from time to time, at either 
public or private sale, and on such other terms and conditions as the Au- 
thority shall determine to be advantageous and shall adopt and provide for 
in its proceedings for the sale and issuance of such Refunding Bonds; pro- 
vided, however, that no Refunding Bonds shall be issued unless the present 
value of all debt service on the Refunding Bonds (computed with a discount 
rate equal to the true interest rate of the Refunding Bonds and taking into 
account all underwriting discount and other issuance expenses) shall not be 
greater than 97 percent of the present value of all debt service on the Bonds 
to be refunded (computed using the same discount rate and taking into ac- 
count the underwriting discount and other issuance expenses originally ap- 
plicable to such Bonds) determined as if such bonds to be refunded were 
paid and retired in accordance with the schedule of maturities (considering 
mandatory redemption as scheduled maturity) provided at the time of their 
issuance. Provided further that the average maturity of the Refunding Bonds, 
as measured from the date of issuance of such Refunding Bonds, shall not 
exceed by more than three years the average maturity of the Bonds to be 
refunded, as also measured from such date of issuance, with the average 
maturity of any principal amount of Bonds to be determined by multiplying 
the principal of each maturity by the number of years (including any frac- 
tional part of a year) intervening between such date of issuance and each 
such maturity, taking the sum of all such products, and then dividing such 
sum by the aggregate principal amount of Bonds for which the average 
maturity is to be determined. Such Refunding Bonds shall be subrogated 
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and entitled to all priorities, rights and pledges to which the Bonds refunded 
thereby were entitled. For the purpose of providing funds to enable the 
Authority to pay at their respective maturities the principal of, premium, if 
any, and interest on the Refunding Bonds issued under this Act, the Author- 
ity is hereby authorized to pledge irrevocably for such purpose, and there is 
hereby appropriated for such purpose, such amount as may be necessary of 
the residues of the receipts from the excise taxes pledged and appropriated 
in subsections (a), (b), (c), (d), and (e) of Section 5 of this Act, any reserves 
or sinking funds established by the Authority, as well as revenues of the 
Authority from any other sources specified in the proceedings wherein the 
Refunding Bonds are authorized to be issued. Pending the application of 
the proceeds of Refunding Bonds issued in accordance with this Section, 
the proceeds, together with investment earnings therefrom, and amounts in 
any sinking fund, together with investment earnings thereon, may be held 
by the State Treasurer as treasurer of the Authority in trust, or may be 
deposited by the State Treasurer in trust, on such terms as the State Trea- 
surer and the Authority shall approve, with a trustee or escrow agent, which 
trustee or escrow agent shall be a banking institution or trust company 
authorized to exercise trust powers in Alabama, for investment in Permitted 
Investments. Proceeds of Refunding Bonds shall be so invested and applied 
as to assure that the principal, interest, and redemption premium, if any, on 
the Bonds being refunded shall be paid in full on the respective maturity, 
redemption, or interest payment dates. Refunding Bonds issued by the 
Authority shall not be general obligations of the Authority but shall be 
payable solely from the sources specified in this Act and in the proceedings 
where the Refunding Bonds are authorized to be issued. All Refunding 
Bonds issued by the Authority shall be solely and exclusively obligations of 
the Authority and shall not create debts of the State of Alabama. The faith 
and credit of the State of Alabama shall never be pledged for the payment of 
any Refunding Bonds issued by the Authority under this Act. The Author- 
ity may contract with respect to the safekeeping and application of the Re- 
funding Bonds proceeds and other funds included therewith and the income 
therefrom including the right to appoint a trustee which may be any trust 
company or state or national bank having powers of a trust company within 
and/or without the State. All other provisions of this Act shall apply to the 
Refunding Bonds issued hereunder except (a) the limitation contained in 
Section 2 of this Act on the amount of Bonds that may be issued under this 
Act and (b) the provisions of Section 8 of this Act. All pledges made by this 
Act or by the Authority pursuant to the provisions of this Act, for the ben- 
efit of Refunding Bonds issued under this Act, and all such pledges for the 
benefit of Refunding Bonds which may be issued to refund any bonds is- 
sued under any of the 1965 Act, the 1971 Acts, the 1973 Act, the 1978 Act, 
the 1985 Act, the 1990 Act or this Act, shall take precedence in the order of 
the adoption of the resolutions authorizing the issuance of such Refunding 
Bonds whether issued under this Act or under any other act. Bonds re- 
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funded prior to their maturity with the proceeds of Refunding Bonds shall 
be defeased if the Authority, in its proceedings regarding issuance of the 
Refunding Bonds provides for and establishes a trust or escrow fund com- 
prised of monies or Government Securities, or both, sufficient to pay, when 
due, the entire principal of, premium, if any, and interest on the refunded 
bonds; provided, that such Government Securities shall not be subject to 
redemption prior to their maturities other than at the option of the holder 
thereof. Upon the establishment of such a trust or escrow fund, the re- 
funded bonds shall no longer be deemed to be outstanding, shall no longer 
be secured by the funds pledged therefor in Section 5 of this Act, shall no 
longer be obligations of the Authority and shall be secured solely by and 
payable from monies and Government Securities deposited in such trust or 
escrow fund. 


SECTION 8. Use of Bond Proceeds. The proceeds derived from 
each sale of the Bonds shall be deposited in the State Treasury and shall be 
carried in a separate fund therein for the account of the Authority, which 
shall pay therefrom the expenses of issuance thereof. The expenses of issu- 
ance of the Bonds shall be prorated among the recipients listed in the Act of 
the proceeds from the sale of the Bonds in proportions they receive alloca- 
tions of the proceeds thereunder. The proceeds from the sale of the Bonds 
remaining after payment of the expenses of issuance thereof shall be re- 
tained in the fund and, until they are paid out, shall be invested by the State 
Treasurer at the direction of the Authority in Permitted Investments which 
mature at such time or times as the Authority shall direct. Monies in the 
fund (whether original proceeds from the sale of the Bonds or principal 
proceeds of matured Permitted Investments) shall be paid out from time to 
time in orders or warrants issued by or on the direction of the Authority for 
any one or more of the purposes specified in Section 2 of this Act that may 
be deemed by the Authority to be most advantageous to the State, and such 
monies shall be allocated and expended by the Authority, subject to all the 
provisions of this Act, in the amounts set out as follows: 


(a) One hundred twenty-five million dollars ($125,000,000) for 
elementary-secondary school systems to be allocated pursuant to the find- 
ings of the Governor’s Task Force on Critical Needs in concert with the 
prioritized list of needs provided by the superintendents of the local boards 
of education. Each superintendent of education from the 127 local boards 
of education will submit appropriate requests with documentation as estab- 
lished by the Alabama Public School and College Authority. Such docu- 
mentation will include, but not be limited to, architectural analysis and cost 
estimates of the critical need to be addressed and funded. The Alabama 
Public School and College Authority will review the request in concert with 
the data collected by the Governor’s Task Force on Critical Needs and award 
the funding where appropriate. 
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(b) Three million five hundred thousand dollars ($3,500,000) shall 
be available for a supplementary allocation to those school systems where 
the findings of the Governor’s Task Force on Critical Needs totaled less 
than the funds each school system would receive through an allocation method 
based on the average daily membership (ADM) for the first forty scholastic 
days of the school year 1994-95. 


(c) Six million five hundred thousand dollars ($6,500,000) shall 
be allocated to certain city or county boards of education in accordance 
with demonstrated needs as determined by the Authority. 


(d) As the Governor’s Task Force on Critical Needs was but a 
survey to determine the approximate amount needed to repair the critical 
needs of the schools, eleven million dollars ($11,000,000) shall be allocated 
for special and critical needs as determined by the Alabama Public School 
and College Authority, to be based upon those schools and school systems 
that are identified as in need of assistance, pursuant to Section 3 of House 
Bill 466 (Public Education Accountability Plan) of the 1995 Regular Ses- 
sion. The Alabama School of Math and Science shall be eligible to receive 
allocations at the discretion of the Alabama Public School and College 
Authority from this sub-section and any such distribution may be expended 
to pay for existing debt service. 


(e) Fifteen million dollars ($15,000,000) to be allocated to the 
Alabama Youth Services Board to be expended, after obtaining approval of 
the Governor, for Capital Improvements and to make local capital improve- 
ment grants to local communities, comprised of one of more local govern- 
ing bodies. Local capital improvement grants for at least five regional 
youth treatment centers may be funded by the Board, upon approval of the 
Governor. Any remaining funds may be used by the Board, upon approval 
by Governor, to fund local capital improvement grants for boot camps. 
Before awarding local capital improvement grants, the Alabama Youth Ser- 
vices Board shall require local communities to: (1) submit applications, 
including plans for regional youth centers and/or boot camps; and (2) show 
proof that operating funds for the regional youth treatment centers and/or 
boot camps can be provided. Any capital improvement grants are to be 
awarded to local communities by the Alabama Youth Services Board with 
the Governor’s approval. 


All records, contracts and other information related to the expendi- 
ture of funds in this subsection shall be provided by the Department of 
Youth Services to the Authority, upon the request of the Authority. 


(f) Five million dollars ($5,000,000) shall be allocated at the dis- 
cretion of the Authority for Capital Improvements for facilities to serve 
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students who need assistance in addition to the general education program, 
upon application by local boards of education to the State Department of 
Education. The State Department of Education shall submit to the Author- 
ity its recommendations for the expenditure of funds provided for in this 
subsection and the Authority shall consider the recommendations in making 
the allocations of these funds. 


The Authority may establish additional criteria for the allocation 
of funds in this subsection, which may include required local matching funds, 
assumption of operating costs or other forms of cost sharing. 


(g) Two million dollars ($2,000,000) shall be allocated to the Board 
of Trustees of the Alabama Institute for the Deaf and Blind to provide fund- 
ing for Capital Improvements at the Institute. 


(h) Twenty-four million dollars ($24,000,000) shall be available 
for an allocation for Capital Improvements to local boards of education 
through an allocation method based on the foundation program allowance 
for other current expense as determined for fiscal year 1995-96. Notwith- 
standing the provisions of Section 5(b) of Act 95-314 as enacted by the 
Legislature in the 1995 Regular Session of the Legislature, only for fiscal 
year 1995-96 the foundation program state allocation shall be deemed to 
include the funds allocated to each local board of education pursuant to this 
sub-section. 


(i) Twenty-three million dollars ($23,000,000) for Capital Improve- 
ments in public institutions of higher education to be allocated as follows:

(j) In expending proceeds from the sale of the Bonds according to 
the allocations set out in this Section, the Authority may take into account 
the existence of any unexpended proceeds of prior issues of bonds of the 
Authority (and of any other issuer, if such should be deemed by the Author- 
ity to be relevant), and may establish such procedures and requirements 
respecting use of unexpended proceeds of such prior issues by any recipient 
of any allocation thereof as a pre-condition to allocation to such recipient of 
proceeds of any of the Bonds, as the Authority deems necessary or prudent 
in order to enable the Authority to comply with any tax covenants that may 
have been required of it, or that may have been deemed by it to be prudent 
to be given by it, in connection with the sale of any series of the Bonds. 


(k) Three years following the allocation of the proceeds of the 
Bonds, as provided herein, the Authority shall review any unexpended pro- 
ceeds and shall, at its sole discretion, determine if said remaining proceeds 
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shall revert to the Authority for reallocation under Section 8, subparagraph 
(d) of this Act. 


Notwithstanding any of the foregoing and in addition to all powers 
heretofore granted to the Authority, the Authority is hereby expressly au- 
thorized to use the proceeds derived from the sale of bonds in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 2 of this Act. The preparation of all plans 
and specifications for any building constructed wholly or in part with any 
of the money realized from this issue and all work done hereunder in regard 
to the construction, reconstruction, alteration and improvement of build- 
ings shall be supervised by the Commission, or any agency which may be 
designated by the legislature as its successor, and the Authority shall reim- 
burse the Commission for its reasonable direct costs in having plans, speci- 
fications and contract documents prepared and in supervising and inspect- 
ing the work. Additionally the Authority is hereby expressly permitted to 
pay to the Department of Finance and the State Treasurer’s Office from 
time to time and from any funds available to the Authority, amounts to 
offset costs incurred in the administration of the business of the Authority. 
The cost of such compensation shall be prorated among the recipients of 
any of the bond proceeds in the same manner as the expenses of issuance 
are prorated in this section. 


Since the amount of proceeds needed to meet the needs listed in 
Section 8, subsection (a) through (1) has been estimated, if such estimates 
are insufficient, said needs shall be allocated on a prorata basis. Con- 
versely, if there are funds remaining after addressing the needs listed in 
Section 8, subsection (a) through (1), said remainder shall, at its sole discre- 
tion, be allocated by the Alabama Public School and College Authority. 


SECTION 9. Maintain Federal Tax Exempt Status. The Author- 
ity shall have the power to make such payments to the United States of 
America as the directors deem necessary to cause the interest on any bonds 
of the Authority to be and remain exempt from federal income taxation. 
The Authority shall have the power to make agreements respecting the in- 
vestment of funds of the Authority necessary in order that the interest in- 
come on bonds of the Authority be and remain exempt from federal income 
taxation. 


SECTION 10. Notwithstanding any provision of this Act or the 
1965 Act, in appointing, employing, or contracting with attornéys, fiscal 
advisers, trustees, paying agents, investment bankers, banks and under- 
writers, the Authority shall appoint, employ or contract only with firms 
whose principal offices are located without and/or within Alabama. 


SECTION 11. Severability. In the event any section, sentence, 
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clause or provision of this Act shall be declared invalid by a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, that action shall not affect the validity of the remaining 
sections, sentences, clauses, or provisions of this Act, which shall continue 
effective. 


SECTION 12. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective 
immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

To make appropriations for the support, maintenance and develop- 
ment of public education in Alabama, for debt service, and for capital out- 
lay for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1996. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated for the support of 
public education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1996, 
for debt service, and for capital outlay to be paid out of funds specified in 
subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 
to 4 of this Act. For the purpose specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of 
‘this Act, amounts are shown by programmatic area and the total for all 
programs is shown so as to include estimated sources of funds other than 
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those listed in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. For the purpose of 
this Act, “ASETP” shall mean the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund 
and “Federal and Local Funds” shall mean all gifts, grants, contributions, 
or entitlements, including grants by the Congress of the United States, mu- 
nicipalities or counties. 


SECTION 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act shall 
be paid from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama Spe- 
cial Educational Trust Fund, Alabama Peace Officers’ Standards and Train- 
ing Fund, and Public School Fund and are hereby made for the support of 
public education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1996, 
and the appropriations herein made shall be subject to the provisions, terms, 
conditions and limitations of the Budget and Financial Control Act (Code 
of Alabama 1975, Sections 41-4-80 et seq.), the provisions of The Budget 
Management Act of 1976 (Code of Alabama 1975, Sections 41-19-1 et 
seq.), and shall be in the amounts hereinafter specified. 


(b) Amounts shown herein under the columns “Earmarked Funds” 
and “Appropriation Total” are as set forth for the purpose of establishing

SECTION 5. No other funds provided herein for the public schools, 
including funds in Section 3.A.9., shall be used for the payment of any 
salaries of personnel not under the direct control, employment, and supervi- 
sion of local boards of education. No funds provided herein for the two- 
year postsecondary schools under the auspices of the State Board of Educa- 
tion shall be used for the payment of any salaries of personnel not under the 
direct control, employment and supervision of said institutions. 


SECTION 6. In addition to appropriations herein made, all gifts, 
grants, contributions, or entitlements, in excess of the amount carried in the 
bill, including grants by the Congress of the United States, municipalities 
or counties, to any department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, 
institution, office or officer of the State of Alabama are hereby appropri- 
ated and, in the event the same are recurring, are reappropriated to such 
department, division, board, bureau, commission, agency, institution, of- 
fice or officer to be used only for the purpose or purposes for which the 
grant or contribution was or shall be made. Further, all state, county, mu- 
nicipal and educational entities are authorized to disburse such sums as 
deemed necessary by mutual agreement between said entities and the State 
of Alabama, Department of Examiners of Public Accounts to partially de- 
fray the cost of auditing services performed by said agency. All such sums 
are hereby appropriated and reappropriated if necessary to the Department 
of Examiners of Public Accounts for audit services, to be expended through 
the fund established by Section 41-5-24, Code of Alabama 1975. 
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SECTION 7. The State Superintendent of Education shall make 
requisitions on the State Comptroller in favor of the proper beneficiary in 
accordance with the law and rules and regulations governing the expendi- 
ture or disbursement of any and all funds appropriated to the State 
Department of Education and/or the State Board of Education in this Act, 
whereupon the Comptroller shall issue his warrant therefor. Furthermore, 
the Executive Director of the Alabama Commission on Higher Education 
may submit to the Comptroller requests for timely payments of warrants to 
students receiving financial assistance to attend postsecondary educational 
institutions. All other appropriations in this Act shall be paid after proper 
requisitions are made on the State Comptroller in the manner now provided 
by law. 


SECTION 8. (a) Funds appropriated from the ASETF or ear- 
marked state funds in this Act to any state department, division, board, 
bureau, commission, agency, institution, or office (with the exception of 
local boards of education and postsecondary institutions of education) shall 
not be expended for the purchase or lease of automotive vehicles. A state 
agency funded from the ASETF or earmarked state funds in this Act may 
request to purchase or lease automotive vehicles for emergency purposes. 
The request shall be made in writing to the Director of Finance, the Chair- 
man of the House Committee on Ways and Means, and the Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Finance and Taxation-Education. The request shall 
explain the nature of the automotive purchase or lease and the emergency 
need for the vehicle. The request shall be approved unanimously by the 
Director of Finance, the Chairman of the House Committee on Ways and 
Means, and the Chairman of the Senate Committee on Finance and Taxa- 
tion-Education prior to the purchase or lease of any automotive vehicle. 


(b) No funds appropriated in this act shall be expended for the 
purpose of purchasing optional equipment on state motor vehicles that con- 
sist of stereo equipment, power seats, leather upholstery, premium wheel 
covers, deluxe exterior trim, or sun roofs. 


(c) On the last day of this fiscal year, each state school, college, 
department, agency, or like institution receiving. funds under this act shall 
file a report with the Legislature detailing purchases of new motor vehicles 
during the fiscal year, including complete information on the date of pur- 
chase, make and model of the vehicle, standard equipment on the vehicle, 
optional equipment on the vehicle, and a complete inventory of all state 
motor vehicles assigned to, being used by, or being leased by the state school, 
college, department, agency, or like institution receiving funds under this 
Act, and shall also submit an inventory report of all motor vehicles that it 
operates that do not have state vehicle identification license tags. 
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SECTION 9. It is the intent of the Legislature that all salary 
increases granted to lunchroom workers by the Legislature beginning Octo- 
ber 1, 1993 and October 1, 1994 shall be fully funded by local school 
boards from state funds provided in this Act and not from funds generated 
by lunchroom sales. A school board may obtain a waiver from the provi- 
sions of this section for a particular school or schools by applying for such 
a waiver in writing to the State Superintendent of Education. The State 
Superintendent may recommend a waiver in writing if the facts presented 
by the local school board warrant such a waiver and the state school board 
approves the waiver.

Professional 
development funds shall be allocated by the State Board of Education through 
the State Superintendent to each In-Service Center in each geographical 
area of the state based upon the total allocation ($60.00 per state funded 
certificated unit) to the school systems in each In-Service Center's present 
geographic region. Funds shall be transferred to each Center by the 
Department of Education within 30 days of receipt of said funds. It is the 
intent of the Legislature that in subsequent fiscal years, Regional In-Ser- 
vice Center funding will be market-driven through contracts for profes- 
sional staff development which are derived from local school districts, based 
upon the Center's ability to service the Professional Development needs of 
the teachers in each school district. Each school district and its professional 
staff shall use whatever portion of its future funding for purchasing profes- 
sional development services from Regional In-Service Centers as may be 
deemed appropriate. 


SECTION 11. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to affect or 
repeal any law authorizing or permitting any college, school or other educa- 
tion or eleemosynary institution of the State to receive, collect or disburse 
any fees, tuitions, charges, sales, endowments, trusts or income therefrom, 
which are now or may hereafter be authorized to receive, collect or dis- 
burse. The receiving college, school or institution shall further maintain 
separate accounts for such receipts or shall maintain a system of account- 
ing which will show a cash flow of such receipts received under the provi- 
sion of this appropriation. 


SECTION 12. The appropriations made herein to the departments, 
boards, offices, commissions, and agencies include the amount necessary 
and said departments, boards, offices, commissions, and agencies are hereby 
directed to make the transfer of funds to the State Personnel Department in 
the amounts enumerated in the general appropriation act for the fiscal year 
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ending September 30, 1996. All agencies enumerated in this Act that re- 
ceive services from other governmental agencies enumerated in the general 
appropriations act shall make full payment in a timely manner (as deter- 
mined by the Department of Finance) for such services. 


SECTION 13. All encumbered balances of a previous fiscal year 
appropriation other than the exclusions authorized by the Code of Alabama 
1975, Section 41-4-93, shall lapse no later than September 30 of the fiscal 
year immediately following the fiscal year for which the appropriation was 
made and shall revert to the credit of the ASETF or earmarked fund from 
which the appropriation or appropriations were made. 


SECTION 14. If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, provi- 
sion or portion of this Act or all or any portion of any appropriations herein 
made be held unconstitutional or invalid, it shall not affect any other sec- 
tion, paragraph, sentence, clause, provision or portion of this Act or any 
other appropriation or appropriations or portion thereof hereby made not in 
and of itself unconstitutional or invalid.

political subdivisions, instrumentalities and agencies, and for investment of 
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fiduciary funds; to exempt the Authority and the bonds from the usury laws; 
to authorize the issuance by the Authority of refunding bonds for the pur- 
pose of refunding the principal and interest of any then outstanding bonds 
theretofore issued by the Authority and the expenses of such refunding and 
any premiums necessary to retire those so refunded; to provide that after 
payment of the expenses of the issuance of the bonds the proceeds from the 
sale thereof shall be disbursed on orders or warrants issued by or under the
